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Truman Urges Steel 
To Heip Avoid Strike 


Has Plan To 
Work Outside 
T-H Labor Act 


Washington, July 13—(AP) 
President 
Truman 
tonight 
made an urgent 
appeal 
to 
three forge steel companies to 
avoid a steel strike by accept- 
ing his plan for a fact-finding 
board outside the Taft-Hartley 
Act.

and group insurance still hung 
precariously over the nation.

Bethlehem, trying to

agreement to appear before a non- 
Taft-Hartley 
board 
which

White House is appointing. 
Union Accepts 


In Pittsburgh, the union accepted 
the president's proposal for a 60- 
day postponement fc?f_±he strike— 
but Murray announced 
that

firms which agree to appear before 
the; board. He sntd that tomorrow 
he will order a strike against firm's 
which don't. 


In Washington, Mr. Truman sent 
telegrams to the three companies 


He said: "Surely you are 
not 
afraid to have your side of this dis- 
pute examined in the public inter- 
est." 


He made it unmistakably clear 
that he is going ahead and appoint 
the board, and said "I trust thai 
you will cooperate . . . " 
He asked 
for an answer. 


Replving to the companies' arug- 
ment that he ought to use the Nat- 
ional Emergency provision of the 
Taft-Hartley act, hp said the situa- 
tion does not constitute enough im- 
mediate peril to the "national health 
or safety" to warrant such action 
until after * "prolonged interrupt- 
ion" has occurred. 
Nut Permitted In T-H Act 


The Taft-Hartley "health or saf- 
ety" provision, which includes au- 
thority for an 80- day injunction 
against a strike if necessary, does 
not permit inquiry boards to make 
any recommendations. 
The board 
to be set up shortly by the president 
would make recommendations with- 
in 45 days. 


The president 
emphasized 
the 
companies are not being asked to 
bind themselves to 
accept 
tnese 
recommendations. 


Significantly, Mr. Truman chose 
to interpret thi position of three 
other steel companies — Jones & 
Laughlin, Wheeling, and 
Youngs- 
town Sheet 
Tube—as meaning 
they have accepced his plan and 
will appear before the board. 


He 
telegraphed 
his thanks 
to 
them. 


Thus, along with other govern- 
ment officials, he saw the present 
situation as being one of disunity 
among major steel companies. 
Two 
of the highest-placed officials in 
the government told reporters pri- 
vately t h a t ' i t was clear the steel 
producers were not united in their 
positions.

4-H clubs are very much in the news these days— 
and its welcome news to observant Americans. The story 
of the 4-H movement and its incalculable contribution to 
rural life is a perennial success story. 


Here at Jacksonville the first camping period has just 
.terminated at the Western Illinois 4-H camp being built 
at Lake Jacksonville. The second contingent is the>e now, 
having a grand time, but doing a lot of work that will 
make the camp a real place for future members. 


The first session was greatly handicapped, despite 
¿he great amount of labor expended in planning and build- 
ing. The water supply was cut off^when the supply pipe 
-was dropped by unlucky workmen. After the pipe was 
•fished out and the pump turned on, the well proved totally 
inadequate. • 


This misfortune would have stymied most camps, but 
Ihe directors and 4-H members camped anyway. And had 
a good time of it. 


Reports from down Carrollton way say the exhibits 
shown by the 4-H boy.s and girls are the cream of the cur- 
rent annual Greene county fair. That's nothing unusual. 
4-H entries have a habit of walking away with the blue 
and purple ribbons not only at the Greene county fair, but 
at every livestock exposition in the land. 


The 4-H movement is the happy blending of youth's 
Enthusiasm, plus the love and interest of the parents. The 
-successful 4-H competitor gets his name, and often his 
"photograph, in the paper. But a study of his home life and 
adventures with his project always reflects the interest 
uttd the encouragement that has come from the parents.

It's too bad there isn't a comparable organization for 
ijie youth who livfS'Tn the city. True, thé playground as- 
sociations and other youth movements functioning in 
nearly every city are fair substitutes, but their programs 
are dedicated to play and craftwork. Critics call such pro- 
grams "timekillers."

All creamed foods—milk and egg;

kept thoroughly chilled. Potato salad 
jand sandwich willings prepared with 
mayonnaise or salad dressing spoil 
very quickly when the weather is 
warm and humid. All meats, poul- 
try, fish and seafoods are on the 
questionable list unless their tem- 
perature can be controlled. 


If outdoor meals are popular with 
your family, why not plan for equip- 
ment that will keep foods safe. In- 
sulated bags are available in many 
markets where frozen foods are sold, 
and they are not costly. They do not j 
refrigerate foods but will maintain 
temperature for several hours. How- 
ever, foods should be chilled thor- 
oughly before they are placed in the 
bags. 


Satisfactory "picnic refrigerators" 
can be devised at home and for a 
very few pennies. For example, place 
a small moisture-proof container in- 
side a larger one and fill the space 
between with crushed ice. Cover the 
top with a thick pad filled with 
excelsior or shredded paper. 


An old-fashioned ice cream freezer 
is excellent for transporting picnic 
foods. Use the cream container for 
storing the foods and pack "as usual" 
with crushed ice. It will keep foods 
at a safe temperature for two or 
three hours or longer, even on a hot 
humid day.

U.S. And Russia 
Swap Hot Charges 
Over Jap Strikes 


Washington, July 13—(JP)— The 
United States and Russia swapped 
hot charges today over strike dis- 
orders in Japan. 


Frank R. McCoy, American rep- 
resentative on the Far Eastern com- 
mission, said Russia is trying to take 
advantage of the disorders, which he 
said are aimed at "creating a con- 
dition favorable to the seizure of 
political power." 


Without saying Moscow is respons- 
ible for the outbreaks, he said the 
Soviets are using the situation for 
propaganda purposes. Other Amer- 
ican officials have blamed a recent 
series of strikes and demonstrations 
on Japanese 
communists, 
whose 
ranks are being swelled by the re- 
turn of Soviet-trained war pris- 
oners from Siberia. 


Soviet Ambassador Alexander S. 
Panyushkin responded with the as- 
sertion that the Japanese govern- 
ment and Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
have launched a "brutal" campaign 
to suppress "democratic elements." 
He renewed an appeal for the com- 
mission to upset Japanese laws de- 
nying the right of strike and col- 
lective bargaining to employes ..of 
Japanese railways and other govern- 
ment enterprises. He declared this 
denial conflicted with the Potsdam 
agreement.
